Another manifestation of. this healthy rivalry 
was Mr. Pooley's charge that he had a photograph 
of a cheque showing that an "old-time Conservative" 
had taken Liberal money to cause trouble in the 
Conservative ranks. This, of course, was aimed'at 
the Bowser faction, who resented the imputation upon 
their loyalty and said some very unhealthy things 
about Mr. Poolcy. They challenged that gentle¬ 
man to publish,^ the picture, but he with unusual 
discretion refrained from doing so. Then we 
had the resolution of the Oak Bay Conservative As¬ 
sociation naively ordering Mr. Bowser to announce 
his retirement from public life. Mr. Bowser, of 
course, flatly declined to do this, since he has as 
much right to run for office as Mr. Twigg, Mr. 
Pooley or Mr. J. W. Jones. 

If Mr. Twigg regards these‘various ebullitions 
as healthy rivalry he is much more of an optimist 
than his public utterances would lead us to suspect.

PROGRESS OK BIGOTRY? 


yHE DOMINION DEPARTMENT OF IM- 

* migration last night was censured in a resolu¬ 
tion passed at the Calgary Presbytery of the United 
Church for alleged favoritism to Roman Catholic 
immigrants. The mover it reported to have quoted 
figures lo show that Magistrate Sanders of Calgary 
had been right when he told the Anglican Synod 
nt Kingston last year that 48,000 "Bavarians" 
had been admitted to Canada at immigrants. "I 
do not say anything against these people," he ex¬ 
plained; “I do say lhal it would have been belts., 
had they come from Great Britain and the United 
States." 

We do not envy Mr. Fovke his job of trying 
to satisfy everybody who persistently tells him that 
we mutt have more people in this country. If he 
makes it easy for them to get here he it criticized. 
If he tightens up the regulations it is wrong. If he 
takes a middle course he is attacked hy the open 
door advocates and the sponsors of a selective system. 
But it was hardly to be expected that the Church 
would leave ils own troubles' to take a whack at 
him. ‘ ” • 

It may or may not have been better for Canada 
if this batch of 48.000 Bavarians had been kept 
out and their places taken by people from the United 
Kingdom and the United Slates. But the 48.000 
English-speaking people were not available to take 
their places. Are yft to believe that either the 
Anglican Synod or the Calgary Presbytery would 
deny this country this additional population because 
most of such newcomers worshipped in a different 
church? 

We do not know whether either Dr. Lewis or 
Magistrate Sanders has seen the Bavarian fanner 
at work in hia own country. If either has he must 
have been impressed by his industry and success on 
the land. There are few better husbandmen in the 
Old World than the Bavarians or the farmers from 
what once waa Saxony. They are industrious and 
content. Surely we can admit that class without re¬ 
gard either to their religion or table manners. 


ANOTHER SIMPLE PROPOSAL 


U NITED STATES SECRETARY OF 

State Kellogg says that his country it willing 
lo sign a treaty with other countries for the pro¬ 
hibition of the use of submarines. He explains, and 
quite naturally, that such a plan would be success¬ 
ful only if all the nations followed it. It alto would 
involve, of course, complete abolition of the con¬ 
struction of submarines. Great Britain, it will be 
remembered, made a similar propoaal at the Wash¬ 
ington Conference in 1922. No support for it was 
forthcoming. 

There it a disposition to put a political con¬ 
struction on most of the present day proposals to 
do away with fighting equipment. There may be 
tome point in it. There may be more than a little 
politics in the big navy plan of the United States. 
But the average taxpayer will not become unduly 
alarmed about these possibilities. He will tee in 
each proposal to limit armaments tome hope of lighter 
taxes. That is his principal concern. 

Mr. Kellogg’s announcement will not be wel¬ 
comed by the naval experts and admirals of his 
own country any more cordially than it will be wel¬ 
comed by these gentlemen in other countries. We 
shall expect them to find some way of discrediting 
the proposal ia technical lingo. They do not like 
their butinete to be interfered with by people who 
want to put an end to fighting between naliona. 

It will be intereating, however, to observe the 
reaction » this revived suggestion in respect of 
submarines. We suspect that its very simplicity will 
make it unpopular from the start. But one of these 
days the taxpayer will see through this whole arma¬ 
ment business, realize his strength, and give his in¬ 
structions. That will be the signal for jingoes to 
bolt for cover.

WRONG OR INADEQUATE DIET 

Mra. R. L. writes; 

"I will appreciate any advice you 
can give me about the diet for a 
nursing mother, the food which will 
help the baby and still hot make me 
stout. Why la It that my five months' 
old baby, who la In good health does 
not sleep well at night? Sometimes 
It la ten o'clock before he will go to 
sleep." 

ANSWER 

The right diet for a mother is Just 
that diet which will keep her In the 
best of health, and that necessarily 
does not mean a diet that will make 
her fat. The beat authorities on diet 
for mothers feel that trying to "sat 
for two" Is entirely the wrong attitude. 
Nursing Is a natural function and If 
the mother's needs are supplied by the 
proper well-balanced diet the baby's 
nseds will also be supplied. To out¬ 
line a diet is rather apace wasteful and 
we have for this purpose a leaflet which 
tells how a mother may eat so as to 


** If that la what they thought. 
"My baby won’t go to sleep. ... he 
fights sleep ... he la Juat a little 
demon at night." these are all com- 
[ mon expressions of how babies set. 
Personally my sympathy goes out to 
the baby who no doubt is far more 
anxious to Ue down and drift off to 
sleep than even hla mother la to have 
him. but he iqay be suffering from a 
yawning hunger or he may have had 
such an enormous meal that It la 
agony to lie still after It. Thera are 
.BQ^many reasons why a baby cannot 
sleep and the very last one to be con¬ 
sidered la that he la being deliberately 
"mean" about not sleeping. 

How about this five months* old 
baby's 6 o’clock meal? Weigh him be¬ 
fore and after nursing and you may 
find that he is getting far leas than 
the amount that will satisfy him. Seven 
ounces in all would not be too much, 
five would be necessary. 

If this la true, give him hla mim¬ 
ing. precede it with hla cereal feed¬ 
ing and follow It with enough milk to 
satisfy hla needs, or Instead use the 
milk on hla cereal and follow that with 
a nursing from both breasts He may 
be after this only too happy to lie 
down and sleep.

INCOME TAX 

About fifty yefcrs ago. British Co¬ 
lumbia commenced to supplement Its 
taxes with an Income tax. Besides 
Prince Edward Island and a few muni¬ 
cipalities which collsct income tax. 
this wss the only Province In the 
Dominion which did so. 

“Every Oovemment that has ever 
been in office in British Columbia has 
found this a difficult Province to gov¬ 
ern." Premier MacLean said. “Com¬ 
pared with Saskatchewan, where there 
Is one chief industry. British Colum¬ 
bia has various bqytehetf of agricul¬ 
ture. fruit growing, cattle and dairy¬ 
ing. metalliferous and coal mining, be¬ 
sides lumbering and fishing. Numer¬ 
ous departments containing men who 
have knowledge of each of these 
branches must be set up. Thus you 
can realise the tremendous difficulty 
in carrying on affairs In this Province." 

In this respect, the speaker men¬ 
tioned the ease with which roads 
oould be msdeo^on. the prairies—by 
traversing the same route ten or 
twenty times with a vehicle. In Bri¬ 
tish Columbia, of course, this sort of 
thing was impossible. In other pro¬ 
vinces. there were very few people liv¬ 
ing outside the confines of municip¬ 
alities. he said, while In British Co¬ 
lumbia there were 150.000 people who 
are outside municipal jurisdiction 
altogether. These the Provincial Oov¬ 
emment must look after closely, he 
said Illustrating the case of the village 
of Queen el. where between 300 and 
400 people were provided with almost 
the same facilities which Victorians 
enjoy at the expense of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

DOUBLE FTXCTION 

"Thus we have a double function— 
both provincial and municipal. This 
Is one reason why we hsve more ex¬ 
pense'per capita in British Columbia 
than in other provinces." 

Dealing with Income tax. Premier 
MacLean referred to the added needs of 
t the Dominion Oovemment during the 
War and the resulting imposition of 
Income tax in 1017 due not only to 
war expenses but the cost of taking 
over the railways of Canada, with the

More Unemployment Now, 
Says Walkem; Would Limit 
Debates 


While the Government Is talking 
about British Columbia's prosperity, 
there has been more unemployment 
and street begging in Vancouver this 
Winter than for many years. Oeorge A. 
Walkem. Conservative of Rlchmond- 
Potnt Grey, told the Legislature yes¬ 
terday. 

“I agree with the Minister of Lands 
In deploring the action* of people who 
*knock' the Province of British Colum¬ 
bia.” said Mr Walkem. "but the situa¬ 
tion has been really serious, with large 
numbers of men begging the price of a 
mesl in the streets, and boys, born 
and reared and schooled In Vancouver, 
unable to get a start in life there ” 

While on sthe subject of economic 
depression. Mr Walkem stated that his 
prophecy of a year ago. that less saw- 
log* would be cut than In previous 
years, had come true, and he would 
prophesy now that there would be a 
still further decline. He thought the 
Government was In some measure re¬ 
sponsible for this state of things, as 
he had found that many mills closed In 
the north because the Government had 
first call on assets from the mills, 
leaving little or nothing for the wage* 
oT employees or the small storekeeper 

Limitation of speeches to forty min¬ 
utes was favored by Mr Walkem. who 
said that much time was wasted in 
the House hi discussing ancient his¬ 
tory. He would favor barring reference, 
rxcept in extreme cases, to anything 
that happened beyond eight or ten 
years ago The suggestion was derided
